over a pulley at th** top of the derrick 
is fastened to the shell with a hook, and 
in this way the glycerine is lowered into 
the hole.

Oxford calls the “Tom Quad ” from the 
bell named Great T om , which hangs in 
the G atew ay tow er, lived the real Alice, 
a sw eet, merry U tile Oxford girl, one o f 
Lewis Carroll’s earliest and best child 
friends. 
N othing in the dignified appearance o f 
th e quadrangle su g g ests tin* grotesque 
creations ami the merry fancies o f these 
wonderful nonsense books. 
All d oorw ays 
open into homes of grave professors and 
students. 
In the northw est a n g o th e 
author of Alice found his home in 1862, 
a few years after be had graduated from 
Christ church, and had come to be a 
lecturer on m ath em atics in the college. 
He seem s to have been a very quiet,

yo u n g man, fond 
of 
long w alks off in the country by h im ­ 
self; fond of books and stud y; shy and 
retiring w ith grow n people, except those 
that he knew very w ell; but happy and 
free and merry w ith all children, w hom 
he tenderly loved.

Powell, Colonel Taylor, Captain 
Rankin and the surveyor, whose name , 
is unknown, are said to have been j 
taken away, the others being permitted 
to return to their beds. 
Powell states, it is said, that after 
hanging Rankin, a vote was taken re­ 
garding the disposition to he made of 
Taylor.

made a dash and jumped into the 
bayou, starting to swim across it.

number of shots were fired at him, and 
in the confusion Powell slipped away 
and brought back the story of the es­ 
cape, or attempted escape, of Taylor. 
Searchers found the trees on the 
edge of the bayou clipped by bullets 
and there were deep footprints in the 
mud along the shore.
